Krult culture, an Industry of grow- 
ing importance, is profitable, particu- 
larly on the poorer soils near tho east- 
ern markets, largely In proportion to 
the amounts of tho mineral elements 
applied In eiccss of those contained in 
soil.s otherwise well adapted to tho 
crops.

the soil only by tho systematic appli- 
cation of the bulky barnyard or green 
manures. 

Nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash 
are the constituents most likely to bo 
deQclent In soils or most quickly ex- 
haustc<l by the production and removal 
of crops. They arc known ns “cssen- 
tial” Awtillztng constituents, and tho 
value of a commercial fertilizer la de- 
termined almost exclusively by the 
amount and form of the nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash which it 
contains. It does not follow, however, 
that all soils or crops will res|K>nd 
equally to applications of muterliils 
containing these cloiueiits, for the 
needs of soils and tho requirements of 
crops vary. 

Solis dilTer ns to their needs for 
specifle fertility elements, owing ei- 
ther to their method of formation or 
to their maiingenicut and orop|>liig. A 
sandy aoll la usimlly defleient In all 
the easenUnl plant food coiistltue'<t«- 
nltrogen, |ihosi)liorlc ncid and iiotasb— 
whjie a clayey acy nsually coiituins 
the mitieco; iifeinents in abundance, 
partl>:alarly potash. On the other 
-u«nd, a aoll very rich in vegetable 
matter la frequently deficient in min- 
eral matter, while n limestone soli la 
llkelj' to wntnlti 'fbnslderablo proper- 
Uons of phosphoric acid. 

These are the Indications in n gen- 
eral woy, and they explain why it is 
that dilfercnt kinds of aoll that have 
not been croppotl differ os to their 
need of the dilTcrcnt fertilizing con- 
atltuciits. . • 

Methods of management and crop- 
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knowledge of how to do it has been ' 
largely acquired Ibrougb years of ex- 
perience, during which tbo character ! 
of the soil. Its adaptability for crops 
and the methods of Us management 
and manuring have been made aiib- 
Jecta of careful study, wltboilt, however, 
any detinite and accurate knowledge 
conceridiig maniirea and their func- 
tions In relation to soils and crops. 
ISiperienre is an excellent teacher. StA 
a deflnite knowledge of the fundamen- 
tal principles may be substituted for 
years of expiprlenoo-ln the successful 
use of mabures. ' 

The fertility of the soil would re- 
main practically unchanged If nil the 
Ingredients removed In the various 
farm products were restored to the 
land. This is to a large extent acemn- 
pllshed by feeding the crops grown on 
the farm to animals, carefully saving 
the manure ami returning it to tho 
soil, and where It Is practicable to pur- 
a system of stock feeding In which 
« woso products of the farm which ore 
comparatively poor in fertilizing con- 
stituents are exchanged In the market 
for *t,jijdlug stud’s of high fertilizing 
value ttre*h)ss of soil fertility may l>e 
reduced to a minimum, or there may 
an actual gain in fertility. 

A careful study of the present condi- 
tion of farming in tho United States Ic- 
dloatps, however, that as aidlle the 
manure produced sa- iOe farm Is not 
maiutuln its fertility nnd 
that tho need for artificial supplies Is 
^ real, though the nmoiiut required may 
he considerably reduced by careful 
managemeut. 

In tho system of so called "grain 
fanning.” which has obtained over 
rt large ureas of this country fur a long 
^ I” practiced, the live 

nock Is often limited to n iuiml>er suf- 
fleient only to tho needs of the form 
for labor nnd foml. Tbe grain is sold, 
and tbe manure is made up <-blclly of 
the nntund wastes or uiisuhihlc ma- 
terial, such ns straw, stalks, etc. The 
grain contains proportiuimtcly greater 
amounts of nitrogen uud mlnemi con- 
stituents than these wastes. lleiice the 
practice continued for a lung time re- 
sults not only in n deficiency in the soil 
of organic substances contnlnbig nitro- 
gen, but also III uii cxiiouslion of tlic 
mineral substances. The original char- 
acter of the Hull ami Its trealnieiit 
measure tbe rale of cxhanst|oii. Thu 
less fertile soils of the cast- and south 
nre rniiidly dciileted, while the rich 
prairies ami liver bottoms uialiitniii 
their fertility for ii longer |H>iiod. 

The contiiiuoiis cotton ami tobacco 
growing of the south and tho wheat 
growing of the west are even more 
exhuuative, since bore the Uemiimla 
upon the soil are nut chapfsO. Year 
after year the same crop Is grown, 
and tho aiinie kind and proportion of 
coiistltueiits lire required, n’lillo even 
slighter returns iirc iiimlo in the way 
of inuiiiire than In the system of farm- 
ing Just descrllied. tflider such con- 
ditions the (lecuiiiposltiun of the or- 
ganic matter In the soil is accompa- 
nied by proporllomitcly greater losses 
of nitrogen. .Moreover, the luiid Is left 
bare for u large part of tho year, nnd j 
Ita fertility Is tlierehy still further do 
-creased. Thu crops liecoiiie less nhun- 
•daiit each .rear, not Ih-ciiuso. tliu soil Is 
-euUrely exliiiiisted, lint because it Is so 
far exIiHiisted of tliose coiistltiients 
-esseiillul to tlic siiucbil crop grown tiint 
its production is .no longer prulltiible. 

Changed cuiidlttoiis of farming, 
which have iiii tmisirtant bearing on 
this puljit. nre. first, liicrous<-d cost of 
labor and lower prices of nmny of the 
pro<lncts of one crop farming, nud, 
second, an Increasing dciimml fur mar- 
ket garden products uud fruit. For 
example, in growing wheat, the Inlsir 
of preimring tho soil, of sowing and of 
harvesting is priicttcally the same, 
whether the yield Is ten bushels jier 
aero or thirty bushels, ond the sniuu is 
true of a numtier of other crops; hence 
in cose of the larger yield the cost of 
labor per bushel Is materially rwluced. 
Meager crops of a relatively low value 
cannot he produced iiruittnbly with 
high priced liibor. Soils of n li(gb de- 
gree of ferllllty nre napilrml tu order 
io produce largo yieldi of tbese crops. 
The return to the soil of only the 
wastA of the farm lends sooner or 
later to n decreased fertility, however 
good the imnuigeiuunt may tic; hence 
the netsi of gniMilIes of plant food froui 
sources outside the furm In order that 
utnxlmuiu crops may be prmluced.

numnn iiuisde seemed to have reach- 
ed Its limlL mechanics seemed to have 
reached Its limit, but still the world 
clamored, ‘‘Stronner, stronger!" For 
Hitswer man nnlocUed one of the se- 
crets of nature and took out n terrible 
force.

It took centuries for guns to become 
perfect enough to take the place of 
bows and crossbows. 

The Coming of the Matchlock, 

Hand bombards and eulverns were 
among Ihe early types. Some of these 
were so heavy that a forkcl support 
had to be driven Into Ihe ground, and 
two men were needed, one to bold and 
Him, Ihe other to prime and fire. How 
does that strike you for a duck shoot 
ing proposition? 

I iiiprovcmenls kept coming, however 
Guns were lightened and bettered In 
shape. Somebody thought of -putting 
a Hash pan for Ihe powder by Ihe side 
of the touchbnie, and now It was de 
elded to fasten the slow match In a 
movable cock upon the barrel and Ig 
nito It with a trigger. These mutches 
were fuses of some slow burning fUw. 

. like tow. which would keep a spark for 
a considerable time, I*inniMiy they 
. had to l>e carried separately, but the 
new urmngemeni was a great conven 
lence and made the matchlock. The 
cock, being curved like n snake, was 
called tho "serpentine." 

A Nureml)erg Inventor In l.'ilS hit on 
the wheel lock. In this n notchod steel 
wheel was wound up with a key like 
a clock. 

Flint or pyritc was held against the 
Jagged eilgo of the wheel by the pres 
I sure of tho serpentine. You imlled the 
trigger, then— "whir"— tho wheel re- 
volver!, a stream of sparks flew off Into 
Ihe flash pan, and the gun was dis 
charged
